terests.

THE GAS EXTORTION. 

One of the most outrageous and inexcusable 
burdens imposed upon the suffering people of 
tuis community, at present, is that of the Chi- 
cago Gas-Light Company; and that it is borne 
without public demonstrations of indignation is 
only a proof of the patience and forbearance of 
the public. It is no new burden. Ever since 
the fire this corpulent and overgrown monopoly 
has taxed the public exorbitant rates for an in- 
ferior article, and the imposition is constantly 
increasing. The bille grow larger, while the 
quality of light furnished grows poorer almost 
daily. There is probably no other department 
of business in this city in the conduct of which 
such an exaction would be endured for any 
length of time. Rival institutions would spring 
up like mushrooms and furnish people with an 
equivalent for their money; and that such has 
not been the cise in this instance only shows, 
as we have said, that people are very forbearing 
and long-suffering. 

During the great fire the Gas Company lost its 
works on the South Side, but, fortunately it had 
works on the North Side, which were not de- 
stroyed, and into which it moved for temporary 
Oceppancy. It was presumed, and indeed ex- 
pected, that a corporation as large, and wealthy, 
and energetic, and necessary to the community 
as this, would occupy these insufficient North 
Side works only so long as it would take to erect 
new works on the South Side which should be 
of sufficient capacity to meet the wants of the 
South Division. Meanwhile, all other corpora- 
tions, even charitable and church societies, and 
individual property-owners, whether they had 
momey or not, went to work energetically to fill 
up the gaps and improve their property, so that 
the business interests of the city should not 


Kater; and they did their work so well that the 


facilities for business are pow better than they 
were before. Over two years have elapsed, and, 
while every other element of metropolitan ne- 
cessity has been replaced, the Chicago Gas Com- 
pany has never taken a step towards restoring 
its works, notwithstanding its abundant means, 
its immense business, and the indispensable 
character of the article which it furnishes. Its 
busimess is compact, .constant, and immensely 
profitable. More than this, itis the only busi- 
ness in the city which is strictly cash. Every 
citizen must pay his bills promptly, or his gas is 
shut off, and he is left in darkness; or he must 
leave security for payment, upon which he can 
draw savings-baok interest. The Gas Company 
deals in an article which every one must have, 
and pay cash for, and yet it is so miserly and 
niggard that it continues to occupy the North 
Side works, forcing gas from Hawthorn 
avenue to Hyde Park, without sufficient 
pressure, and, when remonstrated with, 
has the temerity to sert that it 
cannot afford to put on snfficient pressure, as 
the city will not pay for the extra gas which 
would thereby be supplied to the urners! 

This, as every one knows, is a mere makeshift. 
The real reason is that it is an avaricious, grasp- 
ing, tyrannical monopoly, which will continue to 
furnish to the people of this city 
Just so long as they consent to be bled by it; and 
it will remain in its present quarters and refuse 
to build upon a sufficient scale until the people 
foree it out. The business which this Company 
is engaged in is just as disreputable as that of 
the Cheap Jack's store, where you pay the price 
of a gold watch for a brass one, They agree to 
furnish a first-rate article for a first-class price, 
and instead of that furnish an inferior article for 
a first-class price. The gas which is used in 
almost every part of the South Division does not 
furnish light enough for any practical purpose, 
and is cousequently ruinous to people's eyes. It 
will be no better so long as people submit to 
it. It is time the public authorities took the 
matter in hand, and that the citizens who are 
thus imposed upon should take such action as 
shall compel this Company to erect new works 
on the South Side, and to furnish their custom- 
ers an equivalent for their money.

SENATOR LOGAN AND THE GRAB-LAW. 

Senator Logan has taken the high ground that 
the increas® of salary voted for by him last 
year, under which he received $5,000 back-pay, 
and expects $2,500 extra pay for the present 
and future years, was right, and he intends to 
stand by it to the last. Senator Carpenter an- 
nounced that, while he approved the increase, he 
would vote for ſtk repeal, because he believed 
the people of Wisconsin demanded repeal. But 
Senator Logan admits no such rule as binding 
on him. He voted himself $5,000 * back-pay” 
and 610,000 increase of pay for the remainder of 
his term, and he does not intend to give back a 
dollar of the past, nor surrender any of the fu- 
ture, if he can prevent the repeal of the law. 
He proposes, therefore, to stand by the Salary- 
Grab lew of Inst year. Gen. Logan has unques- 
tionably considered thie matter, and honestly 
believes that the money he has received and is 
now receiving is not too great for the 
services rendered, and, therefore, he has no 
compunctions of conscience. Nevertheless, ours 
is, theoretically at least, 6 representative 
Government. Gen. Logan represents the people 
of this State, and there can be no doubt as to 
their opinion on this subject. The fact that 
Congress had the power to pass the act is not 
sufficient; the right of the people to demand 
its repeal remains the same. That they have 
demanded that repeal will not be denied; and a 
Senator or Representative who refuses to vote 
for that repeal chooses to place himself in 
antagonism with the people he was elected to 
represent. It 1s unfortunate for the Congress- 
men who place themselves in this position that 
the controversy is upon a purely personal matter, 
—the amount of wages to which they are entitled. 
They have the advantage of being the law- 
makers, and can vote themselves just what they 
please ; but the power remains with the people 
to change their representatives at the regularly 
recurring periods, We do not think it makes 
much difference as regards individual members 
what the present, Congress may do concerning 
the Salary-Grab law. The record of 
a large portion of the members who 
voted for it was written on the passage of 
the act. The record of all the new members of 
the House has been written in their recent dis- 
graceful proceedings, where the repeal of the 
law was jeeringly voted down, anda miserable 
compromise adopted. The new Senators have 
now to make their record, and then the question 
will be settled by the people at the polla We 
think it safe to assume that no man who voted 
for or touched the grab, or who has refused to 
vote for the repeal of all the increase of salanes 
made by the act of 1878, will be heard of any 
more in Congress after the people have had a 
chance to select his successor.

CONGRESSMAN ELLIOIT’S SPEECH. 
Times have changed, indeed. The speech de- 
livered Tuesday in the House of Representatives 
by Mr. Elliott, a colored Congreseman from 
South Carolina, is the most conspicuous evi- 
dence of it that we havehad im all these 
years since the close of the War. It is an elo- 
quent monument to the human progress that bas 
been wrought in discord, peril, and civil war. 
It is the brilliant product of a fiery furnace, out 
of which reason, justice, civilization, and hu- 
manity have come forth in a symmetrical form, 
which may now command admiration on ali sides. 
It has ceased to be a novelty that the colored 
man should sit in legislative halls. The negro 
race has been largely represented in the Legisla- 
tures of the Southern States, but generally 
to its own disgrace. Colored men have 
had places in both Houses of Congress. We 
have grown accustomed to all this, and have 
variously regarded it with mirth or shame, as it 
has furnished occasion. But Mr. Elliott has 
demonstrated the real force of the new order of 
things. He has proved to the world that our 
progress has not been in vain. He has shown 
that the colored people are capable of better and 
higher accomplishments than they have hereto- 
fore attained among us. He has furnished an 
animate and speaking refutation to the effete 
and now almost extinct ideas upon which the 
people of the South foolishly and recklessly 
sought to found a nation. If Mr. Elliott should 
never again speak in Congress, and if a score of 
years shall pass without producing another dis- 
play of the real capabilities of the colored race, 
his speech will go on record as a standard and 
lasting justification of the new life which 
the American nation has given his people. 
Men who have outlived their prejudices, 
or growu to manhood these prejudices 
were recognized or must have read 
Elliott’s speech with something like bitterness, 
if they recalled that the race of human beings 
to which he belongs was but a few years ago

If Elliott’s brilliant success furnishes a nota- 
ble instance of the progress of civilization in 
this country for the white race to ponder on, 
it has a still more important lesson for the 
colored race. It should teach them that the 
new regime, which abolishes all distinction on 
account of color er race, will only elevate them 
in position and influence as they help them- 
selves. Mr. Elliott is not a remarkable man 
because, being colored, he has found his way 
to Congress; he is remarkable because, in 
spite of all the prejudices against his color, and 
the obstacles he has had to encounter on all 
sides, he has forced his way through to merit 
and dignity. Such results are attained only by 
labor, patience, and steadfastness. They are 
not reached at «a jump. They do not 
come as a matter of course when men 
go to the Legislature or to gress. They are 
not achieved by the of any Civil 
Rights bills, They must be toiled for earnestly 
and dévotedly. The colored race are entitled 
to all the privileges of free citizenship. They 
already have the political rights, which will be 
valuable to them only. in proportion to the dis- 
eretion with which they are used. They will 
also secure every statutory guarantee of equal 
social rights; but no statute that ean be devised 
will do more than open the way for them. The 
rest will depend upon themselves. Such is the 
lesson that Mr. Elliott's success teaches more 
forcibly than any other incident we recall. and it 
is a lesson which the colored race need just as 
much as Messrs. Stephens and Harris, and the 
people they represent, needed the other lesson 
that Elliott has taught them. 
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THE COMMERCIAL ADVANTAGES OF LAW- 
: REFORM. 

The administration of justice has been 
modernized, codified, and simplified in England 
and in some of our sister States, greatly to the 
advantage, as we believe, of suitors, lawyers, and 
the courts, and in a way to promote the general 
business interests of the communities in which 
these improvements have been made. The par- 
ticulars in which the changes have been made 
are chiefly in— 

1. The process by which actions are begun. 

2. The forms of actions. 

8. The pleadings, or written statements of 
the cause of action and of the defense. 

4. The proper legislative means of bringing 
li to a apeedy result. 

The final process awarded for carrying out 
the judgment of the Court. 
„ 6. The proper mode of taxing the cost of 
litigation on the wrongdoer. 

First, as to the process. All the incopven- 
iences, absurdities, and obstructions to business 
and exchanges which resuit from clinging, as we 
do in Illinois, to the ancient English theory of 
process would not be apparent without explana- 
tion, even to lawyers who have practiced exclu- 
sively under the antiquated system, and still less 
to merchants and business men, whose interests 
are prejudiced often without suspicion on their 
part thatthe injury is needless. The ancient 
theory of civil process is the same as still pre- 
vails in criminal process, viz.: that the defendant 
must be actually brought by authority of law, 
and by an officer of law, into court, in some way, 
before judgment could be lawfully rendered 
against him. Therefore, formerly the defendant 
was not merely notified of a suit begun, either 
by arrest or summons, but subsequent proceed- 
ing, ending in outlawry, were taken against 
him, as means to induce him to appear 
physically, or by attorney, in court. 
On this theory, of course, the sum- 
mops must needs issue from the Oourt, 
under ite seal, and must be served by its officer, 
and made returnable at some term of the court 
when a Judge would be im attendance. But 
when, by later modifications in the practice, the 
summons became a mere notice of an action 
being begun, and the defendant could appear or 
not, as he chose, on simple penalty of having 
his default taken if he failed to appear, the sum- 
mons had no other use than as a mere notice to 
plead; and the duty of the Court in issuing its 
“original writ,” which from the tenth to the 
fifteenth century was a judicial one, involving 
an inquiry by the Court. or ite clerks, into the 
nature of the suit, became a purely ministerial, 
formal, and essentially useless one. The ob- 
jection to it, practically, is a double one: 
First, to the inconvenience and delay of 
being obliged to obtain through a Clerk 
of Court the issuance, and through the 
Sheriff the service, of a mere “notice” which 
has lost all the qualities of a writ, which com- 
mands nothirg and requires nothing, and which 
any attorney is competent to draw up and any 
office-boy to serve. During this delay, especial- 
lyin towns remote from the county-seat, the 
debtor may often escape service altogether. 
Secondly, the making this notice to plead re- 
turnable at a term of court, when a Judge will be 
present, is needless, as in non-contested cases 
there is no question for the Judge to decide, and 
in contested cases a series of pleadings and coun- 
terpleas in writing must be filed by the respec- 
tive parties before there is any issue requiring a 
Judge to ear. If it were a notice to plead 
within ten or twenty days after its service, these 
pleadings would then follow each other 
immediately upon the bringing of the suit, and, 
by the opening of a term, the cause, instead of 
being merely begun, would be at issue and ready 
for trial. But, in counties where only ene or two 
termsare held each year, the effect of requiring 
this notice or summons to be returnable at the 
term of the court is to reduce the period within 
which any steps cari be taken in law to one dE

The effect of the debt being collectable in one 


State and uncollectable in the other is to leasen 
the freedom of giving credit to customers in 
Tllindis and increase it in New York relatively, 
and also to cause merchants in Iliinois to com- 
promise or give away their accounts rather than 
to resort to law for their collection,—thus injur- 
ing at once the debtor class, or those who need 
the use of others’ capital, and also mjuring the 
bar by rendering the services of iawyers inefii- 
cient as an aid to commerce and collection. 

In adjusting titles to real estate these delays 
in the means of settling legal questions operate 
as a shackle on trade in land, and often prevent 
exchanges being made at all which could, with 
better legal facilities, have been made, with 
profit to both parties. We have drifted into 


this difficulty, and not as a matter of State pol- ; 


icy. For, if the people of Illinois believed every 
debtor sued ought to be sued on a six or eight 
months’ summons, they have wholly failed to 
secure this indulgence equally to all debtors. 
For, if the debt happens to mature ten days 
before the first day of court, the debtor may be 
jerked into court on a ten-day summons, where- 
as, had it matured. a day later, he would have 
bad six or ten months instead. 

The real reason why this system is maintained ia, 
because the Sheriffs’ deputies and clerks through- 
out the State wrongly suppose it to be s great 
source of profit to thém to require litigants to pay 
them for needless services. They do not reflect 
that the tendency of the system to discourage 
ali merchants ahd business men from resorting 
to the courts for redress in a country where time 
is money and delay is worse than compromise

The subject of Forms of Action is quite as 
important to merchants and business men, and 
involves an obstruction ta the business of the 
country of no small moment; but it demands 
a separate discussion. 

THE OSAGE LANDS IN KANSAS. 

The recent decision of Judge Godden, at To- 
peka, Kan., in one of the Osage Lands cases, in 
favor of the settlers, invests this question with 
renewed interest. As there are many who do 
not understand the question, although it bas 
been in dispute a long time, and has had a very 
decided influence in affecting Kansas poiitics, 
the occasion is a timely one for a brief history of 
it. In 1863, Congress granted the State the al- 
ternate gections of a strip of country twenty 
miles wide, to aid in the construction of the 
Leavenworth, Lawrence & Galveston Railroad, 
the grant to take place when the road was defi- 
nitely lobated. At the same time, an act was 
passed authoriaing the President to treat 
with the ‘Osage Indians and extinguish 
their title to a reservation in the south- 
ern part of the State, through which the 
road would passa. The treaty was proclaimed 
in January, 1867, the Indians ceding to the Gov- 
ernment a strip of land 30 miles wide, on the 
eastern side of their reservation, for $300,000. 
By the terms of the treaty these lands were not 
to be open to settlement by pre-emption or 
homestead entry, but were to be sold for cash, 
one section of the treaty, however, allowing ac- 
tual settlers on the lands, at the time the treaty 
was made, to pre-empt a quarter section at $1.25 
per acre, of witich privilege 143 settlers availed 
themselves. When the railroad located its line 
in 1867, the Land Commissioner ruled that the 
Company could not take the alternate sections 
but that all must be sold. Secretary Browning 
reversed this decision, and in January, 1868, the‘ 
Govern-aent formally withdrew the lands from 
sale, and the railroad thereupon mortgaged 
them. In April, 1869, Congress, by a joint 
resolution, provided that setilers could 
purchase them for two years at $1.25 
per acre, and setilers flocked in and 
purchased the railroad lands. This con- 
tinued until the case again went up to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, who decided that the rail- 
road had the right to the alternate sections, and 
that they couid not be sold to settlers. Several 
of the entries were cancelled, the Government 
refunding the money, but there are 320,000 acres 
still in dispute, represented by over 6,000 set- 
tlers, who have determined to fight it out to the 
bitter end with the railroad,—the settlers claiming 
that when the original grant was made, in 1863, 
the Osage Indians still had possession of the 
title, and, as they did not cede their lands and 
give up the title until 1867, the railroad has no 
right to them. This question is now the promi- 
nent feature in the anti-monopoly campaigns in 
Kansas, and has been the principal agency ia 
breaking up the Republican party in that State.
